PLAGUE REPORTS 
INDICATE WANE. 


Influenza Situation Improves 
in Forty-four States. _ 


Decrease Shown in Cases and 
Deaths at Army Camps. 
Epidemic Still is Serious in 

Large Cities. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Further 
subsidence of the influenza epidemic 
over the country was indicated in 
reports today by the public health 
service from forty-four States. The 
situation still is serious in many 1lo- 
calities, however, and more partic- 
ularly in the larger cities. 

ere was practically no change 
today in army camps, 277 new cases 
being reported, a decrease of one 
from yesterday's total. Pneumonia 
cases decreased from 742 yesterday 
to 699 today and deaths were 307 
against 327 the day before. Total 
of influenza cases reported now is 
298,275, pneumonia cases 48,328, and 
deaths, 16.174. 
Camps Dix, N. J., and Grant, Iil., 
where influenza epidemics have been 
particularly serious. did not report 
a single new case, while only seven 
were reported from Camp Devens, 
Mass. The largest number of new 
cases reported today was from Camp 
McClellan, Ala., with 123. 


Arkansas reported today that the 
passed 


the peak had n in the 
larger towns, but that conditions 
were more serious in the rural dis- 
tricts. Connecticut reported a gen- 
eral decline in the number of cases, 
but that the disease still is active 
in the larger cities. California has 
reported a total of 45,700 cases. 

In Florida deaths in the cities and 
towns increased rapidly early this 
month, but they now show a sharp 
decrease. In Arizona the disease is 
spreading to some extent in the min- 
ing districts, but elsewhere is on the 
decline. The total cases reported in 
Colorado is 11,438, while in other 
Far Western States, the disease is 
epidemic in most cities. 

Improvement is shown in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, as well as Cali- 
fornia. In the Northwest conditions 
continue serious, particularly in 
Minnesota, but in the States border- 
ing on the Mississippi River there 
is a decline in the number of new 


cases. 

Over the South and East generally 
improvement is shown, but the 
disease still is active in most of the 
large cities, including New York, 
where 759 deaths were reported to- 
day: Boston, Providence, R. I., Phila- 
delphia, Washington, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, Chicago and 
Louisville. 

NEW CASES IN STATE 4700. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 24.—The 
total number of cases of Spanish 
influenza reported since the out- 
break of the epidemic in California 
passed 60,000 today, the State 
Board of Health announced. With 
the list of cities still incomplete, the 
total number of new cases reported 
today had reached 4700 at an early 
hour, it was stated. 

Many requests for infinenza vac- 
cine wete being received, Guy P. 
Jones, assistant. secretary of the 
board, said. It will be several days 
before the vaccine can be distribut- 
ed generally, he said. 

SAN FRANCISCO DONS MASKS.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—At 
the request of the Board of Health, 
the Board of Supervisors at a spe- 
cial meeting here today passed an 
ordinance compelling every person 
in the city to wear a gauze mask as 
an influenza preventive. 

The ordinance provided that the 
mask may be taken off in the home 
or during meal times only and that 
the mask-wearing period must be 
maintained until the Mayor issues a 
trrociamation to the effect that the 
epidemic has passed. 

Punishment for violators was set 
at a fine of not less than $5 nor 
more than $100, or ten days in the 
County Jail, or both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

The ordinance is immediately ef- 
fective. The passage of the ordi- 
nance followed a request by city, 
Staté and Federal health authorities 
and business concerns that all per- 
sons in the city wear the gauze mask. 
Th eordinance applies to visitors as 
well as residents. 

REPORTS SHOW INCREASBP. 

The San Francisco Board of 
Health reported 664 new cases of 
Spanish influenza with thirty deaths 
early today, a sharp increase over 
the figures announced at the same 
time yesterday. This was said to 
be due to an unusually heavy mall 
report, sent in by physicians unable 
to get in quick touch with the 
health board.

the Methodists were quick to call the bluff 
and now they are militant enough to suit 
enybody except Von Hindenburg. They 
want mo temporizing or makeshift peace 
with the Potsdam party. 


HE NAPOLEONIC TRAIL. 
“Breathes there a man with soul so 


dead” that his cheek will not flush with 
patriotic pride to learn that to American 
armies under Gen. Pershing has been in- 
trusted the formidable but glorious task of 
forcing the gates of Metz and opening 
through Alsace-Lorraine the old Napoleonic 
trail to Berlin? 


President Wilson's reply to Germany's 
last peace note, taken in conjunction with 
the defiant attitude of the Reichstag, has 
been generally regarded in Allied countries 
as the closing incident in Germany’s peace 
parley. Prince’ Maximilian hag announced 
that Germany will not yield to a dictated 
peace without a fight; the Allied peoples 
have accepted the defi and the first battles 

of the German invasion are ndw being 

fought. , 

Gen. Foch has shown his confidence in 
the valor and tenacity of the American 
ermies by sending them to blaze the way 
through Lorraine and along the Moselle Val- 
ley to the great fortified city of Coblenz 
at its mouth. The -German General Staff 
has not treated this American offensive 
lightly. When the St. Mibiel salient was 
flattened out by Pershing’s men, the Ger- 
man high command redlized the gravity of 
the offensive which threatened to sweep 
past Sedan and envelop Metz and its buck- 
ler of powerful fortresses at the head of the 
Moselle Valley. 

This valley is at once a great high way 
and waterway leading from the frontiers 
of France to the heart of Germany. That 
ig why Metz is now one of the stronzest 
fortified cities in the world, and why one- 
fourth the whole German army is on the 
Lorraine front, facing the American troops. 
Reports of yesterday's fighting are to the 
effect that the Americans are charging 
through the Hun offensive north of Metz 
and threaten an encircling movement that 
might force the evacuation of the great 
fortress itself. 

Metz has been pronounced by the Ger- 
man strategists to be as nearly impregna- 
ble as any military position can be made. 
Taking Verdun would really be a minor 
movement compared with the capture of 
Metz. But both the Allies and the Huns 
know that before Germany is invaded scme 
of her great fortified barriers in the west 
must be forced: The task is a formidable 
one; but not so formidable as the Allied 
forces intrusted with its accomplishment. 

Followitig the Napoleon trail from Metz 
and Strassburg to Berlin behind the Stars 
and Stripes is indeed embarking in the 
great adventure, a crugade worthy a Coeur 
de Lion. It brings democracy and autoc- 
racy to grips in their death struggle. Four 
years ago-—two years ago—it would have 
seemed as visionary as seeking the end of 
the rainbow. But Foch and. Pershing do 
not regard it as the unattainable: and 
Pershing is of the breed that, putting its 
hand to the plow, has never yet turned 
back. 
Before the trail is opened, Metz and its 
circle of thirteen forts must be reduced. 
Yesterday the American line was advanced 
to within five miles of Fort Sommy, which 
is itself but seven miles from Metz. The 
high-power guns of the Allies are now able 
to drop shells into the great Lorraine for- 
tress itself. Gen. Maurice, probably the best 
posted military correspondent in Great Brit- 
ain, has expressed the opinion that the Al- 
lied attack on Metz will succeed without 
more than an adequate sacrifice of men and 
material. Gen. Maurice visited some of the 
forts surrounding Metz in May, 1914. With- 
in the last month he has been in France 
following the movements of British and 
American troops. An,opinion from such 9 
source compels credence. But the most 
tangible proof of the vulnerability of the 
German frontier defense is the present at- 
tack which Gen. Pershing, acting under or- 
ders from Marshal Foch, has launched 
against it. These commanders waste no 
men in hopeless offensives. 

Gen. Maurice points out that the reduc- 
tion of the Metz forts is a much more 
formidable task than capturing Liege and 
-Namur. He says that, while the Liege and 
Namur forts consisted of armored turrets 
and cupolas embedded in masonry and 
filled with complicated machinery, the 
Metz forts are constructed to offer a mo- 
bile defense, to be the pivots of such a de- 
fense by infantry and artillery. The heavy 
guns do not occupy fixed emplacements, but 
can be moved about, thus keeping the as- 
sailants guessing as to their exact location. 
But Gen. Maurice reaches the cheering con- 
clusion that capturing this chain of for- 
tresses is not more difficult than smashing 
the Hindenburg line. | 

When Metz is once passed and Strassburg 
taken the old Napoleon trail will be open 
and American troops will be fairly em- 
barked in their great adventure. As one 
looks backward through tthe vistas of his- 
tory the heroic figure of Hannibal rises 
as the commander who might have em- 
barked on a similar crusade. The German 
General Staff still believes that the Allies - 
will not be able to force the gates of Metz; 
but ft is to be observed that the German 
people on the home front are less sanguine. 
They have seen the picked troops of their 
great ‘war lords scattered by the rush of 
the bronzed battalions from beyond the 
seas. They gre beginning to believe that 
the race of su n of whom Nietzsche 
wrote has arrived, and that it is not of Ger- 
man blood. Following the Stars and 
Stripes, this new breed is blazing a bloody | 
trail from the Marne to the Rhine. And 
when the Rhine is once crossed the Elbe 
comes after. | 
Prince Maximilian says Germany will 
fight to the finish. But the German people 
ere beginning to weaken. They have seen 
their finish sweep forward from Chateau 
Thierry to Metz, and they have visions of 
it thundering onward past Coblenz to Ber- 
lin. Thrilled by this spectacle one wishes 
to believe that there are indeed Elysian 
fields where the warriors of former days 
jook down wpon the valiant deeds of their 
chosen peoples; for one wishes to picture 
the shades of Napoleon, Wellington and 


Washington standing on an eminence and 
viewing the progress of this twentieth cen- 
tury crusade of democracy.

APANESE GENERAL IN SIBERIA. 
As we hear daily of numbers of our 


khaki-clad troops going off to Siberia it is 
interesting to know who is the Japanese 
general in command of the military expedi- 
tion there. His name is Kikuzo Otani and 
he comes not from the great clans of Sat- 
suma and Choshu that have given such sol- 
di as Saigo, Okuma, who commanded at 
Mukden, or Nogi, who distinguished himself 
at Port Arthur and later committed suicide 
when his Emperor died; and such naval com- 
manders as -Togo, who won the battle of 
the Sea of Japan. Otani’s home is Echizen 
in Central Japan, across the mountains, fac- 
ing the west. This was the capital of the 
province in feudal times, whose daimios 
were men of light and leading under the 
Tokugawa shogunate. The city of Fukui 
became the center of a school of learning 
known as Oyomel, after a Chinese teacher, 
Wang-Yang-Ming, who lived in the sixteenth 
century—of whose name this is the Japa- 
nese rendering. It was strongly assertive 
in its teachings, being opposed to officialism 
and mere book learning. Identifying knowl- 
edge and conduct, it fascinated inquiring 
minds who longed to have a law for indi- 
vidual action. It unshackled some Japanese 
minds, says one authority, from what was 
slavishly communal and had in it a dash 
of personality that made its devotees will- 
ing to face change. Those brought up in 
its teachings have particularly helped to 
make new Japan, and in council, diplomacy 
and initiative have surprised the world. 

To Fukui, away back in the-early seven- 
ties, came an American teacher, William 
Elliot Griffis—from whom we have just 
quoted—who was to spend several fruitful 
years first as superintendent of education 
in this remote province and. later as pro- 
fessor of physics in the Tokio University. 
He immediately got 2 hold on the youth of 
thé place, and among his pupils were Gen. 
Kamio, who commanded at Tsing-tao during 
the present war against the Germans in the 
east, and Gen. Otani, who is now in charge 
in Siberia. Griffis’s book, “The Mikado’'s 
Empire,” which has reached its twelfth ed- 
ition, remains an authority on things Japa- 
nese. Its author is still living In a hale 
old age. at Ithaca, N. Y. 

Of slender figure, with oval face and 
refined features. and wearing a mustache 
Otani might be taken for an Italian. 
Kamilo, the conqueror of Tsige-tao, is still 
fatrer. Anxious to have activity in the 
service of their country, they both entered 
a military school for noncommissioned of.

their way up. Until 1888 military methods 
in Japan were largely French, under French 
instru@tors, but after this date German in- 
structors were preferred; and it was under 
the supervision of a German general, Jacob 
Meckel, who had served on Moltke’s staff, 
that Japanese generalship won the Chine&e 
war of 1893-4. Thereafter, however, they 
determined to depend on their own initia- 
tive, although their leaders were trained 
abroad. Terauchi, the Premier until a few 
days ago, was trained in France. During 
the two continental wars Otani was busy 
with transport duties in beth Korea and 
Manchuria and proved himself energetic 
and efficient. He has just passed his 60th 
year and has all the qualities of a leader— 
alertness, vigor, high ideals. and experience. 
*No detail escapes him, as the Russians dis- 
covered at the battle of Liao-yang and Muk- . 
den, where he led a diviaion. 

It is surely a matter of satisfaction to 
Americans that this distinguished leader 
owes so much o@ his training and inspira- 
tion to an American teacher. Otani ts 
known for his kindly ways and sound com- 
mon sense rather than for particular intel- 
lectual brilliance: he is popular with his 
men. Recently he lost his wife, and the 
obsequies were held in the temple of tho 
Jodo sect in Tokio, the branch of Buddhism 
to which his family belongs. 


: HE BIRTH OF A NATION, 

President Wilson's declaration, in his 
reply to the Austrian peace note, that this 
country has formally recognized the Czecho- 
Slovak government calls attention to one 
of the anomalies the present war has pro- 
duced. Few Americans are aware that 
Washington is now the capital of two re. 
publics; but such is the case. The covern- 
ment of the Czecho-Slovaks jis vested in a 
national counci) of which Prof, T. G. Ma- 
saryk is the head. When President Witson 
recognized the de facto Czecho-Slovak gov- 
ernment he established official relations 
with Prof. Masaryk as its chief. The pal- 
ace of the acting chief of the Czecno-Slo- 
vaks and the government offices of the new 
nation, weak itself, bift supported by spon- 
sors whom no earthly power or combination 
of powers can affront with impunity, are 
located in a modest flat in the residential 
section of our national capital, serving both 
as the residence and the office of Prof. 
Masaryk. 

But while there are no external evidences 
of the purple of the kings or the ermine of 
the judges, the new government is actually 
functioning. Prof. Masaryk does not lack 
assistants, secretaries or plenipotentiary 
powers. His staff is composed of ardent 
patriots who have volunteered their serv- 
ices for the cause. Nor does the new gov- 
ernment lack credit. The Allied confer- 
ence that has recognized the de facto 
Czecho-Slovak government will not hesitate 
to make it a loan sufficient to defray all 
present expenses. Paradoxica] as it may

reply to all earnest questions, “Your 
country fs so beautiful.” “I like fish 
when I catch them myself.” “The 
war? Oh, my ignorance is colossal. 
I bought some of your Liberty 
Bonds.” 

Private and Mrs. Harold Peat, 
Baby Louise, age five months, and- 
the nurse therefore inherited all the 
bubbling interest after the Prince es- 
caped. They had nigh upon half a 
hundred engagements to speak in 
California and the flu has squelched 
the lot. They were due in Los Ange- 
les this week to speak at Ebell, Fri- 
day Morning and Hollywood Wom- 
en’s Clubs and dozens of large pub- 
lic meetgngs, and now they have 
nothing to do but play with the 
baby. 

Private Peat, international war 
celebrity, famous author and elo- 
quent speaker, ts a little bit of a 
chap in a Canadian uniform, with 
merry eyes, a humorous mouth, a 
game arm, numerous  half-healed 
wounds and an unconquerable ‘lispo- 
sition. Mrs. Peat is iferdinately 
proud of her wounded hero and says 
the American girls will be twice as 
proud to walk abroad with their 
wounded men when they come home 
as with the unblemished article. 
But she is something of a war hero- 


ine herself, a buoyant, athletic-look- 


ing Irish girl, with a wondrous com- 
plexion and lots of pretty hair. She 
is two or three inches taller than 
her hero husband and wears the :cut- 
est sOrt of semi-uniform dress of 
blue serge. 

When the war broke out she was 
a newspaper girl on the London 
Chronicle, but was soon appointed 
London manager for accelerating 
the output of munitions by the intro- 
duction of women workers. Part of 
her job was to make speeches im the 
factories and overcome male preju- 
dice to women. Now more than half 
of Britain’s munitions are made by 
women, who learned to do in three 
weeks what formerly mén took years 
to achieve. But, she sdys, we must 
remember the men never had quite 
the same sublime incentive as the 
women had fn that terrific crisis. She 
has been in fourteen Zeppelin raids, 
but never got wonnded till a San 
Francisco mosquito bit her on the 
eye two days ago. 

She married Private Peat two 
years ago as a result of an adver 
tisement she published asking for 
information about a lost cousin. 
Private Peat answered it tn person 
and his fate was sealed. So was 
HKers—and Baby Lovwtise arrived five 
months ago to consummate the ro- 
mance. 

Mrs. Peat was lecturing in the 
States up to two weeks before the 
little lady presented herself. She 
has blue eyes; and both her parents 
have brown eyes—which scientists 
declare can't be done. 

One of Mrs. Peat’s pet schemes 
is to plan for the future of women 
after the war—ten million British 
women and children alone are on 
the pension list. There will be three 
classes of women to care for—the 
“superfluous” spinster, the war wid- 
ow and the wife with a disabled 
husband to provide for. And she 
wants to see them settled on the 
land in this country and in Canada 
andAustralia, utilizing the agricul- 
tural knowledge they have been 
forced to acquire in war time. And 
she wants the American clubwomen 
to make the scheme possible. She 
firmly believes the American cinb- 
woman can make anything possible 
she sets her mind to. 

Other celebrities here are the re- 
cently-arrived Admiral Jayne, with 
wife and family, who is naval com- 
mander supreme for this Coast.

The daily ficures from the office of Health C 
on the local influenza situation emphasize the tact that there is no 
occasion to lose our heads. County Health Officer Pomeroy States 
that he believes the influenza will be under control within a short 
time and has tentatively fixed the date for the reopening of the county 
schools as November 6, a week from next Wednesday. The city 
health officials declare that, with ordinary care on the part of the peo- 
ple, a further marked improvement in the situation may be expected 
in the ensuing days. 

The important thing now is to keep cool—figuratively and lit- 
erally—and help to avert a silly panic. Doctors say that one of the 
most difficult problems with which they have to deal is fear. Influenza 
is nothing more nor less than our old, familiar enemy, the grip. To 
@ greater or less extent we have it here every fall and winter. That 
we have more of it this year than usual is no special reason why we 
should allow ourselves to be run off our feet. 

Let us not relax our vigilance in the observance of the simple 
and efficacious health measures prescribed by recognized experts, but 
at the same time let us maintain the cheerful confidence that is in 
itself the best guard against ill health.
